2) Claims 8 and 43 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fryer et al 
(US 3,819,601) for the reasons stated in paragraph 6) of the December 13, 2004 Office action. 

Applicant's arguments filed March 09, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The compound of formula (II) of claim 8, as amended, is still readable on the Fryer et al 
compound of formula VI wherein "C n H 2n " (n = 2-7) of the Fryer et al compound corresponds to "L is an 
alkyl group containing from 1-20 carbon atoms" of formula (II) of instant claim 8 and "E" in the Fryer et 
al compound defined as "the monoacyl moiety of a dibasic acid", a "sulfate moiety" and a "phosphate 
moiety" corresponds to "Y" of the compound of instant claim 8. See also, the structures of the MARPAT 
abstract 1970: 55525 containing the -CH r CHr QSO^W and z£ZkCHrOP0 3 H 2 groups. 



It is noted that the claim 9 and 10 compounds which were indicated to be allowable in the Office 
action of December 13, 2004 defined "Y" as "-NHS0 3 "". 

3) Claims 8 and 43 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wang et 
al (EP 264,797) for the reasons stated in paragraph 7) of the December 13, 2004 Office action. 



Applicant's arguments filed March 09, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The compounds of formula (II) of claim 8, as amended, are still readable on the Wang et al 
compounds of Fig. 2, wherein R x = -R-Z-Q (R is a linking group consisting of from 0 to 20 carbon atoms 
and heteroatoms; Z is -S0 2 ; Q is OH). Note also the second formula of the MARPAT abstract 110: 
91693 wherein Ri (G3-G4-G5) is -CMSO?OH {corresponds to "L" defined as -CH 2 - in formula (II) of 
instant claim 8}. 

It is noted that the claim 9 and 10 compounds which were indicated to be allowable in the Office 
action of December 13, 2004 defined "Y" as "-NHSO3".
